Dear Bill—Your indispensable 
news sheet of Sept. 5 arrived at 
my residence, San Antonio Ave. 
and 2ist Street, by U. S. 
R.D. (Retarded Delivery), 
6. Saturday night oblutions 
postponed while we delved deep 
into the revelations of our mut- 
ual friend, ‘Mr. John D. Howe, on 
the troubles of the lemon grower. 
Now, I have long regarded John 
D. as an “institution,” rather than 
an individual... Henceforth he is 
both, and an astute lad at that. 
If he can't raise lemons for less 
than $1.00 per field box, he will 
have to quit. <A clear case of 
the survival of the fittest. 

Now, after this preamble, we 
suggest a short symposium of 
growers on the situation. From 
our standpoint, we see the Ex- 
change in the course of thirty 
years’ operations (in the face of 
bitter competition by intrenched 
interests) have secured the mar- 
keting of % per cent of the 
lemon crop. Could this have been 
done under monopolistic meth- 
ods? The failure of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Agency in 1904 is the 
answer. Will the growers coun- 
tenance in their organization any 
other governing principle than 
the will of the majority in just 
proportion to shipments. made? 
As citizens, we must operate in 
full compliance with the laws of 
the United States concerning in- 
terstate commerce, and our offic- 
ials would rather live in Cali- 
fornia than languish in a Federal 
prison for our sakes. 

We take it, these are the reas- 
ons for that clause in the con- 
tract between the District Ey- 
changes and the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, whereby “the 
shipper reserves to itself the right 
te regulate and control its own 
shipments, to use its ,own judg- 
ment, and decide for itself when 
and in what amounts it shall 
ship; where its products shall be 
sold, and, except at auction points, 
the price it is willing to receive: 
Fully reserving the right of free 
competition with all other ship- 
pers, including other members of 
this organization, unhampered 
and uncontrolied by amy one. 

There is nothing in this con- 
tract that Mr. Howe attacks as 

e principal cause of our trou- 
Be. that can prevent the ship- 
pers from using at all times their 
ovn judgment and in times of 
heavy supply and light demand 
by mutual agreement to so regu- 
late shipments that the grower 
will receive a fair return for his 
labor and investment. Our con- 
clusion of the whole matter is, 
that with such a perishable pro- 
duct as the lemon, subject to vio- 
lent fluctuations in price over- 
night, due to wide ranges in tem- 
perature over this broad country 
of ours, we can never expect to 
be always “Johnny on the Spot.” 
Our own Lemon Growers Associa- 
tion this year, with a well-thought- 
out scheme, with 54 cars of our 
‘best keeping fruit stored im Chi- 
cago for the expected rise, failed 
because Old Sol did not get 
there on schedule time. So we 
see, “the best laid schemes of 
‘mice and men gang aft aglee.” 

Our white hope lies in“less de- 
structive competition between co- 
operatives; 2, keeping undesirable 
grades off the market; 3, loyalty 
to our associations and connec- 
tions. 

The Exchange should not be 
looked upon as an ogre that has 
grown up and fattened on the in- 
dustry, but rather the creation of 
our own minds, the growth of the 
years, not perfect not yet obso- 
lete, responsive to the member- 
ship touch and the changing 
times; on the whole the most suc- 
cessful example of co-operative 
marketing America has yet seen.

Gives Outline 

Mr. Leaman gave an outline of 
the purpose of the meeting, tell- 
ing of the advantages and cut- 
ting of expenses which would re- 
sult from consolidation. 

After he had presented the out- 
line, the individual stockholders 
were asked to express their opin- 
fons concerzing the plan. They 
all. déclared themselves to be 
heartily in favor of the idea, and 


a unanimous vote was taken urg- 


ing that the consolidation be af- 
fected if possible.

Describing Shafer 
and Mrs. Farquhar, convicted 
of a misdemeanor offense, as 
criminals, the jurist—declared 
that it should be written on 
the minutes of the court that 
he had no hand in the act.

Particularly vitriolic in his 
comments, the jurist said that 
he would be compelled to 
double the sentences usually 
imposed ‘‘if such practices are 
to continue.’’ 

“YT don’t know’ whether

‘In the case of Shafer and 
Mrs. Farquhar, they were con- 
victed on evidence furnished 
by Erlando Patino, a girl who 
later swore to a statutory of- 
fense against her father, now 
held in jail. I understand 
that she later said part of her 
testimony in the ease against 
Shafer, and Mrs. Farquhar 
was false. This information 
was furnished me by Probation 
Officer George Larmore, who 
made an investigation of the 
ease. 

Probation Officer Investigated 

‘‘Mr. Larmore personally re- 
commended a parole for Shafer 
and Mrs. Farquhar. I signed 
the parole with District At- 
torney Johnson. I believe the 
case was one where a parole 
was justifiable. As sheriff of 
this county, I know my duties 
without asking Judge Olney’s 
opinion.’’ 

Shafer and Mrs. Farquhar 
were sentenced to serve nine 
months in the county jail. 
They have served more than 
half of the sentences and were 
in jail for more than a month 
before their trial was held be- 
fore Judge Olney. 

Johnson Has No Apologies 

District Attorney Johnson 
also announced that a serious 
question as to the truthfulness 
of the evidence in the case 
against Shafer and Mrs. Far- 
quhar has developed.

Represented before the Cali- 
fornia District Court of Appeals 
by private attorneys, Superior 
Judge Olney yesterday attempted 
to halt the transferring of the 
case of A. W. Terry, dry sleuth, 
charged with bribery, to another 
court for trial. Terry asked a 
change of venue, because of the 
asserted prejudice of Judge Olney, 

Judge Olney's: private attorneys 
were O. N. Hilton of Ontario, and 
Caesar Roberts of Los Angeles. 

County Cannot Pay Private 


Attorneys 
In retaining private attorneys 
to represent him, Judge Olney 


ignored District Attorney George 
H. Johnson, named by law to rep 


resent superior court jurists in 
cases appealed to the higher 
courts. 


But Judge Olney must pay the 
attorneys—if they are paid. 

“There are no county funds for 
employment of special counsel to 
represent supericr court judges in 
the courts,” said Chairman A. G. 
Kendall. of the Board of Supervis- 
ors. “Nor is there any law by 


attorneys for such duties.” 

Olney Ignores County Official 

Asked if he had read Chairman 
Kendall's statement, Judge Olney 
declared: 

“IT don’t care what Mr. Kendall 
says. 
me.” 

“Who retained the attorneys 
that appeared for you in the ap- 
pellate court?” he was asked.

Says He is Not Prejudiced 

In the hearing before the ap- 
pellate court yesterday, Judge Ol- 
ney filed a demurrer to Terry’s 
charges that he cannot obtain a 
fair and impartial trial in Judge 
Olney’s court because of the as- 
serted prejudice of the jurist 
against him. Terry, through his 
attorney, Fred Duffy, had prev- 
iously asked a change of venue in 
Judge Olmey’s court. Judge Ol- 
ney denied the request, filing an 
affidavit in contravention, assert- 
ing that he was not prejudiced 
against the accused dry sleuth, 
whose case was frequently dis- 
cussed in politics. 

In his plea for a transfer of his 
ease, Terry incorporated Judge 
Olney’s remarks to the prosecut- 
or relative to the Terry case. 
Terry contended that these re 
marks were indicative of the jur- 
ist’s asserted prejudices. 

The appellate court justices ab 
lowed Judge Olney’s attorneys to 
file a demurrer and granted them 
thirty days in which to submit 
their case in brief form. The 
court three weeks ago issued an 
alternative writ of prohibition, 
barring Judge Olney from hear- 
ing the case until he had shown 
eause why the case should not 
be transferred to another court, 
as Terry requested.

WHAT MADE THE WG 
LIGHTS GO OUT 29 
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ARDING. 
YOUR CONTRACT 


The prospective homebuilder should 
not attempt to build before he has enter- 
ed into a written agreement with his 
contractor, which should set out fully’ 
the obligations of each party. 


The contract price, the manner of 
making the payments to the contractor, 
the time limit allowed for completion 
and provisions for changes and altera- 
tions in the building should be clearly 
stated, so that there can be no misunder- 
standing in any of the essential details. 


Oral agreements are dangerous, for 
they are easily repudiated, and almost 
impossible to prove, and are, therefore, 
difficult to enforce. 

Plans and specifications of the pro- 
posed building should be made a part of 
the written contract by referring to them 
in the contract; otherwise, they are no 
part of the contract, and the owner can- 
not hold the contractor to their terms. 

It is also a good practice to record the 
building contract at the office of the 
County Recorder. 

This is not absolutely necessary, but 
the law givesthe general contractor sixty 
days and material men and laborers 
thirty days in which to file mechanics’ 
lieti8, after a notice of completion of the 
building is recorded. 

By recording the contract, the name 
of the general contractor is legally es- 
tablished and the bank or loan company 
advancing the money for the construc- 
tion of the building will be willing to 
pay out the full amount of the loan 
thirty-five days after the notice of com- 
pletion has been filed,. provided the gen- 
eral contractor executes a written release 
of all claims against the building. 

Thirty-five days cuts off everybody 
but the general.contractor and the bank 
or loan company is safe in advancing the 
balance of any money due upon the 
strength of the contractor’s release. If 
the contract is not recorded, the bank or 
loan company will generally hold the

To the sum total of these add for such 
incidentals as are not usually included, 
such as lighting fixtures, decorating, 
shades, draperies, furniture, rugs, grad- 
ing, walks, drives, planting, etc., in order 
to get your total costs before you start 
your building operation. 

With the advice and the assistance of 
your architect, invite only those con- 
tractors who are competent and honest 
to submit proposals, and who have de- 
monstrated their ability to build the kind 
of house you have in mind. 

If you hand pick your contractors be- 
fore you take estimates, you are safe in 
awarding contracts to the lowest bidders 
—those really entitled to the work. 

Having signed contracts with the var- 
ious contractors, give no orders or direc- 
tions to them. 

All these must be transmitted through 
the architect, who, as executive in charge 
of the work, will know at once whether 
such suggestions involve extra work and 
material, and thus you will be fully ad- 
vised and can avoid an “extra” if you 
choose. 

Tn this article it is pointed out the 
relationship between the home builder, 
the contractor and the architect, and how 
by co-operation between these three 
factors in every home building operation, 
costs can be lessened and “extras” 
avoided.
